PROF. MATTE UCCI | 

Thinks San Francisco Was Affect- 
ed by Mt. Vcsuvious. 

Prof. Matteucci, director of the ob- 
servatory at Mt. Vesuvius, answering 
an inquiry regariding the possibe con- 
nection between the outbreak of Mount 
Vesuvius with the California earth- 
quake, said: 

“Notwithstanding the distance sep- 
arating Mount Vesuvious from Califor- 
nia, and in spite of lack of exact coin- 
cidence between the eruption of the 
volcano and the earthuake at San Fran- 
cisco, I believe that a close relation 
exists between the two phenomena, 
which I consider to be different effects 
of a common cause. The surface of 
the earth siance the remote epoch of 
the formation of its solid 'crust has 
suffered lasceration if it ceded to inter- * 
nal prheWure, thus producing volcanic 
eruption, or, when it resists the pres- 
sure of in candescent masses below 
reproduces their motions, which we 
call earthquake. 

“My opinion is that the eruption and 
earthquake have reciprocae and inti- 
mate connection, which is rendered 
most evident by the present phenom- 
ena at Mount Vesuvius and in (^alifor-

ANGEL OF THE PRISON 



HasaRecoid A.s a Coiifc^ierate 
J!>l>y> Crook ond Gambler. 



Col. Albert B. Ward, one of the best | 
known prison characters in the country, \ 
has just been released from the North- 
ern Indiana prison at Indianapolis, and i 
is to begin life anew under the patron- j 
age of George A. H. Shideler, a former i 
warden of that institution, and a man i 
whom Ward has fleeced on several occa- 1 
sions. Ward is 73 years old, tall, vig- j 
orous, and unbent with age, courtly in ' 
appoearance and manners. I 

In the penitentiary Ward was known | 
as .the prison^angel. Night after night 
he was accustomed to sit by the bed- 
side of some dying convict, and sooth 
him. with gentle w”ords and 'hopes of a j 
future life. He has turned from the ! 
couch to write messages of cheer to j 
the relatives of the convict whose last ! 
hours were lightened by his care. Ev- i 
ery convict who came under his care 1 
was made a better man, and there was i 
not a guard or employe about the 
prison who did not feel honored by be- 
ing received into Ward’s confidence. 

I Ward rereived the title of Coknel 
while employed "by the Southern Con- 
federacy as a secret service officer. He 
made many trips to the North on 
secret missions, and was one of the 
most feared men on the Southern secret 
service staff. Ke was captured and 
sentenced to death as a spy, but was 
later pardoned by Abraham Lincoln. j 

Immediately after the close of the j 
war. Ward equipped a palatial gamb- 
ling boat and operated it on the Mis- 
sissippi river for two or three years. 
Leaving the river he v/ent to New 
York city, and one night dropped intjo 
Phil Daly’s gambling house. It is 
said that when he cashed in his checks 
he was a winner to the amount of 
$35,000. 

From a gambler Ward degenerated 
into a confidence man and later into a 
forger. His appearance was so dis- 
tinguished and his manners so excep- 
tional thatjit v/as impossible to escape 
detection and arrest, and for the last j 
thirty years his time has been spent | 
mostly in prisons. In 1898 he was I 
sent to the Northern prison for for- j 
gery, from which place he has just] 
been released^

Here w’as the oppor- 
tunity to build a monopoly and crush 
bis old rival, but the .thought never 
seems to have entered his head that 
the new’spaper business of the colonies 
belonged to him. He says of Bradford 
In his attempt to crush Franklin’s 
newspaper, “I thought so meanly of 
him for it that when I afterward came 
into his situation I took care never to 
imitate him.”— American Jilustrated 
Magazine.
